GENEVA (AP) - PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat yesterday asked the 
UN to play a larger role in protect- 
ing Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

“There was a long discussion 


§ about all aspects of the Palestinian 


question.” UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar told report- 
ers after a 90-minute private session 
with Arafat at the UN office here. 
“He conveyed to me his concern 
about the fate of the Palestinians in 
the occupied territories, which I do 
share.” Perez de Cuellar said. 
Arafat “asked for UN 
tion” for Palestinians in the West 
Bank and Gaza strip, “and the sec- 
retary-general undertook to do 
whatever he could to help,” UN 


spokesman Francois Giuliani said. 


Perez de- 
chief also raised “other political as- 
pects of the problem.” 

Arafat has in the past floated the 
idea of asking for a UN peacekeep- 
ing force in the territories if the 


Arab-Israeli conflict is settled. A 
PLO official said before the meeting 
that Arafat would explore ways of 
involving the world body directly in 
the territories, including a possible 
trusteeship.

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Herzl Avitan breaks 
out of B’sheba jail

A massive manhunt is under 
way after one of the country’s 
most dangerous murderers, 
Herzl Avitan, escaped from 
Beersheba prison yesterday. 

Avitan is armed and considered 
extremely dangerous. Police said he 
probably would not hesitate to kill 
anyone who tries to stop him. The 
escapee. serving two life sentences 
for two murders, took two hostages, 
an officer and a warder, whom he 
later released. 

Police issued a statement asking 
the public to report any suspicious 
persons resembling the fugitive. 
When he escaped, Avitan was wear- 
ing a T-shirt and sbort pants, but 
almost certainly managed to change 
his clothes. 

The drama began at about 3 p.m. 
yesterday. Aryeb Nir. deputy direc- 
tor of the prison authority, told The 
Jerusalem Post that Avitan had been 
taken out to the yard for his daily 
walk, when he started shouting that 
he feit sick and asked for a paramed- 
ic to be summoned. 

‘Meanwhile, Avitan was returned 
to his cell, accompanied by an offi- 
cer, When the paramedic arrived 
.with_a_warder, Avitan leapt at the 


three men, brandishing a pistol, evi-__ dered all prisons to forti 


dently smuggled to him earlier. “I 
have nothing to lose.” 


He tied up the officer and warder 
with rags from his cell, and com- 
manded the medic to bring ban- 
dages and iodine with which Avitan 
was to be made to appear injured. 
The iodine was splashed on him like 
blood. 

He then forced the officer to relay 
on his walkie-talkie that a van 
should be brought to rush a wound- 
ed man to hospital. Avitan took the 
officer with him to the van, and told 
the warder-driver, “If you don’t 
drive fast enough I'll blow his [the 


‘| officer's} head off.” The driver 


smashed through the gate of the 
parking lot, but upon reaching the 
massive outer gate, the watchman 
came out to check the van. The offi- 
cer shouted, “J have a wounded 


man here -- quick, open up!” The 
gate was opened and the van drove 
out. 

The driver drove in the direction 
of the Beersheba police station, but 
when Avitan realized this, be fired 
a shot toward the officer lying on the 
floor. The shot did not hit him, but 
ticocheted and smashed the win- 
dow. The driver veered off to Beer- 
sheba’s Shikun Alef instead. 

There, he ordered the officer and

Avitan was convicted for the mur- 
der of Ramle’s detention command- 
er Ronny Nitzan and for the killing 
of a guard dering an armed robbery 
of the Keren Or jewelry factory in 
Ramat Gan. 

At the time of his escape, Avitan 
was awaiting a verdict in a third 
trial. in which he and several other 
prisoners are charged with the bru- 
tal murder of prisoner Haim Sho- 
shan within t wing, the most 
guarded wing at Rumle prison. The 
decors alleges Avitan slashed at 

boshan hundreds of times with 

knives held in each hand. 


Arbiv, who is also the mother of 
his child, was arrested six months 
ago trying to smuggle a gun to Avi- 
tan in his cell. 

Avitan was transferred from pris- 
on to prison to hamper a possible 
escape, but the plan did not help 
much. In March, warders found a 
loaded Baretta gun hidden in a dec- 
orative lamp. He had managed to 
conceal the weapon for more than a 
year before it was discovered. 

As soon as the escape was report- 
ed yesterday, Police Inspector Gen- 
eral David Kraus calied an emergen- 
cy meeting in Tel Aviv which 
included high ranking officers all of 
whom know Avitan personally. 

The Prison Authority formed an 
investigating committee headed by 
Tat Gundar Avi Sagiv. 

Police protection is being provid- 
ed to several people threatened in 
the past by Avitan. During Arbiv’s 
trial, Avitan warned District Attor- 
ney Penina Devorin, saying, “You 
made sure my child won't have a 
mother: I will make sure your chil- 
dren won't either.” 

Detectives yesterday evening 
were watching the Maoz Aviv home 
of Arbiv’s sister-in-law where Avi- 
tan’s son, Goral Adam, is staying. 
The woman's husband, David Ar- 
biv, was sentenced last week to five 
years in prison for armed robbery 
of a diamond factory. 

Avitan's lawyer, David Yiftach, 
contacted yesterday by the Post, 
said, “I don’t understand bow he 
managed to escape.” The lawyer 
said that Avitan was kept in a sepa- 
rate cell and 2 special warder was 
assigned to watch the prisoner 
around the clock while another 
warder kept watch via video cam- 
era. “Even when I used to visit Avi- 
tan, they would seal the other pris- 
oners in their cells and search me

Avitan’s mother, Masuda, told 
the Post from her home in Neve 
Sharett: “I don’t use the radio on 
Shabbat, so 1 had no idea about 
what happened. Later, acighbours 
told me nobody was killed. I prayed 
and lit a candle to thank God for 
that.”

Locust swarm 
in Africa is 
threat to Israel 


ROME (Reuter) -- A swarm of de- 
sert locusts is about to explode over 
vast areas of Niger, Chad and Sudan 
in a plague that has become uncon- 
trollable and may also threaten Isra- 
el, the UN Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) said here. 

Dense locust larvae bands are due 
to hatch in the next 10 to 14 days. 
affecting between six and seven mil- 
lion hectares in the middle of the 
crop-growing season, Lukas Brader, 
director of FAO's locust operation, 
said in a statement Friday . 

“They are going to explode in the 
next two weeks and fomm massive 
swarms which will affect large areas 
of agricuitaral land. δι 

“The plague has reached unprec- 
edented proportions and cannot be 
controlled in the near future.” 
Brader said, adding that the swarms 
were expected to cover hundreds of 
square kilometres. FAO Director- 
General Edouard Saouma said 
there would be heavy damage to 
crops in the three African countries. 

FAO said the locust plague couid 
reach India and Pakistan within a 
year and spread to Turkey and Isra- 
el as well. 


FAO said the situation in Chad, 


and Sudan had been very serious for 
several weeks due to recent heavy 
rains that have provided ideal 
breeding conditions,

Red Cross knew in 


°42 of massacre of 


Jews, but kept silent.

LONDON - By the summer of 
1942, the International Committee 
of the Red Cross knew full well that 
Hitter was systematically massacring 
the Jews, but it refused to protest 
for fear of confronting the Germans. 

That is the conclusion, after a six- 
year review of 350,000 Red Cross 
archive documents, of the Swiss pro- 
fessor hired by the Red Cross itself 
to settle the controversy over the 
ICRC'’s silence. 

In his new book on the subject, 
Silent Wimess, and in a BBC docu- 
mentary to be screened here to- 
night, Prof. Jean-Claude Favez is 
unequivocal: “The ICRC knew 
what was happening — that is quite 
clear, [But] it did not dare confront 
the Germans.” 


Favez's conclusion has been chal- 
lenged by the man who hired him, 
ΠΕ ΤΩ director-general Jacques 
Moreillon. While not commenting 
on the central assertion that the Red 
Cross knew of Hitler's extermina- 
tion programme..-Moreillon’ said 
yesterday that he did not believe an 
appeal would have helped the Jews. 
It would just have made it harder for 
the ICRC to work effectively on be- 
half of prisoners of war. 

But Favez insists that the Red 
Cross was “too cautious,” and that 
the Germans took the ICRC very 
seriously indeed. He does not be- 


lieve that a public appeal would 
have pushed Hitler into renouncing 
the Geneva conventions, because 
this would have left German PoWs 
without legal protection. 

Favez's research establishes that 
throughout 1941 and 1942, the Réd 
Cross headquarters in Geneva was 
receiving information on the depdr- 
tation of Jews, conditions in wotk 
camps, and eventually on mass $S 
killings. 

By the summer of 1942, concludes 
Favez, the Red Cross must have re- 
alized that Jews were being system- 
atically massacred. He reports that a 
German Jewish lawyer, Gerhardt 
Riegner, sent a telegram to the 
ICRC detailing Hitler's plans to 
four million Jews. Riegner, a World 
Jewish Congress official in Switzer- 
land, had been given the informa- 
tion by a German industrialist. Still 
at the WJC, Riegner believes that 
an appeal, followed up with contin- 
ual pressure, could have saved thou- 
sands of Jewish lives. 

Finally, in October 1943, the 23 
members -of the ICRC committee 


‘met to approve a public appeal that 


had been so watered down that it 
made no mention of the Jews and 
avoided criticism of the Germans. 

Even so, the committee decided 
against putting it out, and it was 
only two months later, whea the 
Allies issued a protest against the 
massacre of the Jews, that the terri- 
ble secret was finally out. 


American Red Cross 
pledges to help MDA 
enter world movement 


By WALTER RUBY 
jerusalem Post Correspondent 
NEW YORK - The president of the 


paign to bring Ma; 
(MDA) into the international Red 
Cross organization. 

In a meeting last week with the 
World Jewish Congress-American 
Section, Richard Schubert pledged 
support in “every practical and con- 
structive way for full acceptance of 
the Red Magen David into the inter- 
national (Red Cross) movement.” 

According to WJC executive di- 
rector Elan Steinberg, Schubert 
ags to the establishment of a 
joint ARC-WJC committee to 
achieve inclusion of MDA. Accord- 
ing to Schubert: “We will not yield 
in this [effort], because it is right and 
proper and the only way to 
in accordance with intemational 
Red Cross principles.” 

In 1986, the intemational Red 
Cross organization, which includes 
145 national Red Cross and Red 
Crescent groups, changed its name 
to the International Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Movement, and re- 
stricted membership to national so- 
cieties “using either of those em- 


᾿ blems. That ruled out membership 


for MDA, a move that the WJC and 
other Jewish groups condemned as 
“blatant discrimination.” Since then 
American Jewish groups have been 


pressing the ARC to press for the 
inclusion of MDA in the 
organization. 

According to Steinberg, Schubert 
agreed that the new ARC-WJC 
committee should take steps to en- 
hance relations between the ARC 
and MDA and to encourage other 
national Red Cross societies to do 
the same. Schubert also promised 
that ARC would press the Interna- 
tional Red Cross and Red Crescent 
Movement to include MDA, and 
that the joint committee should 
launch a programme to draw local 
and national Jewish leadership into 
the work of the ARC. 


Schubert said that in his opinion 
MDA is fully qualified for member- 
ship in the international Red Cross 
movement since it is “similar in all 
Tespects to the other 145 socicties — 
except it is better organized and 
more effective in carrying out the 
humanitarian mission than any of 
us.” Schubert said that he has al- 
ready written to national Red Cross 
Societies around the world asking 
them “to do as we have done and 
extend de facto Tecognition to MDA 
and develop cooperative bilateral 
initiatives with MDA.” 


The International Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Movement is expect- 
ed to také up the issue of MDA 
membership at its international 
meeting in 1989.

Ports Authority ‘surrenders’

HAIFA - The Ports Authority has 
“temporarily” hoisted the white flag 
of surrender on the masts of two

The boats were designed for a 
three-person crew, one less than on 
the existing tugs they are to replace. 


Bat the tugboat men demanded 
four-men crews and despite the criti- 
cism in the last State Comptroller's 
report, the authority preferred not 
to use the boats rather than give in, 
to the workers’ demands. 


But after the workers rejected a 
20% efficiency pay rise in return for 
manpower cutbacks, the authority 
decided on a “temporary” surren- 
der: four-man crews with no effi- 
ciency pay.

NEW YORK (Reuter) -- The dollar continued its slide 
against the mark, but bonds and stocks inched higher in 
light trading on Friday as Wall Street shrugged off 
worries of further interest-rate hikes abroad. 

The dollar fell to 1.8595 marks from its Thursday 
close of 1.8645 but rose to 133.75 yen from 133.30. The 
British pound eased to $1.6860 from $1.6975. 


Coordinated ‘Tate hikes by most of the major U.S. 
trade partners on Thursday caused the doilar to nose- 
dive, as central banks hoped it would. But an unintend- 
ed effect was a wave of big losses in stock markets where 
investors were alarmed by the global interest-rate rise. 

The selling wave continued into Friday’s trading in 
Tokyo’s stock market, where the Nikkei Index lost 
305.03 points, or 1.09%, to 27,565.41. But yesterday, 
the market closed higher on bargain hunting, with the 
index rising 113.50 or 0.4%. In London, the Financial 
Times Stock Exchange 100 Index closed 9.5 points lower 
at 1,770.7 after a steep 37-point drop the day before.

HAIFA -- The Dan Gavriely Ltd. 
clothing and shoe store, one of Hai- 
fa's oldest businesses, was ordered 
into liquidation last week as a result 
of a falling out between the heirs of 
the late founder Dan Gavriely. 

The liquidation was ordered by 
District Court Judge Eliezer Barr, at 
the request of two of Gavriely’s 
daughters, Shoshana Milchin and 
Hemda Bandelblit, who hold 20% 
of the shares, over the opposition of 
their brother Uriel Gavriely, who 
holds 80%. 

The two sisters charged that their 
brother had run the flourishing busi- 
ness into the ground, through a 
combination of wasteful misman- 
agement “‘and graver actions.” 

Gavriely admitted having acted 
“foolishly” in helping out a supplier 
by issuing 19 cheques for a total of 
NIS 151,000, a sum not recovered as 
the counter-cheques bounced, but 
denied any criminal intent. He de- 
nied his sister’s charges that he gave 
himself an excessive salary. 

He said “liquidating the company 
would amount to financial suicide 
for the three partners” but was over- 
ruled by the judge, who appointed 
the official receiver as the 
liquidator.

WEST BERLIN (AP) - Said Aouita 
first wrapped up his second Grand 
Prix season championship. Then he 
ended speculation about what 
events he would contest in the 
Olympics at Seoul. 

“In Seoul, I will run the 800 and 
the 1,500 metres," Aouita said after 
easily winning the mile from a 
world-class field at the LAAF-Mobil 
Grand Prix Final on Friday night. 

The victory, in 3 minutes, 56.22 
seconds, gave him 63 points for the 
season and the men's overall cham- 
pionship of the 17-event Grand Prix 
tour. He also won in 1985. 

Aouita holds the world 1,500 
mark of 3:29.46 and has held or 
challenged for world records at all 
other distances from 800 to 
10,000m. He won the Olympic 5,000 
in Los Angeles four years ago and, 
while he has been leaning toward 
the shorter races of late, speculation 
swirled about his plans for the 
Games. 

Aouita’s mile time was well off 
the world mark of 3:46.32 but still 
good enough to beat Jim Spivey of 
the U.S. by three metres. 

“Please. don't misunderstand me 
but I really was not challenged,” 
Aouita said. “It was my aim to win 
and that was that.” 

Also winning $25,000 as season overall 
chaimp was another middle distance star 
Paula Ivan of Romania, wha.wen the 
women’s 1,500m in 4:00.24. She and 
sprinter Grace Jackson of Jamaica both 

ed with 63 points. But Ivan won the 
season's title on the basis ἃ better perfor- 


mance during a Grand Prix meet, with 
her season's 3:56.22 in Zurich two 
weeks ago. 


Jackson used her long stride to aver- 
take Mary Onyali of Nigeria in the clos- 
ing metres to win the 200 in 22.70. 

Sebastian Coe, trying to start 
fresh after being left out of the 
Olympics, missed his opportunity to 
show the British selectors up when 
‘he could only chase home country- 
man Tom McKeaz in the men's 800.

Soviets move towards private farming 


MOSCOW (Reuter) -- The Commu- 
nist Party newspaper Pravda said on 
Friday that Josef Stalin’s collectiv- 
ization of agriculture had destroyed 
the most productive elements of So- 
viet farming and cost many lives. 

At the same time the official Tass 
news agency announced that steps 
had been taken towards a radical 
switch to individual and group farm- 
ing proposed by Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev. 


Tass said the state Agro-industrial 
Committee had approved proposals 
for leasing land to farmers for up to 
50 years. 

The report said land leases en- 
abled work groups and even individ- 
ual families to become small farm- 
ers. 

It said varying forms of land 
leases were already in use at one- 
fifth of the country’s 50.000 collec- 
tive and state farms and “a new 
wave” of lease signings was expect- 
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ed in the autumn. 

Leases of up to 50 years were 
advocated by Gorbachev at a meet- 
ing of the Communist Party Central 
Committee last month. 

But Gorbachev has continued to 
insist publicly that overall collectiv- 
ization benefited the country. 

In an article dealing with the years 
1928-30, Pravda said that classic So- 
viet praise of collectivization as a 
great agricuitural revolution over- 
looked the fact that force was used 
and farmers’ needs were ignored. 


“It has been kept quiet that in the 
course of the liquidation of the ku- 
faks the most important elements of 
the productive forces of agriculture 
were destroyed,” Pravda said. 


“Kulak” was the term used to de- 
scribe better-off farmers. 


Collectivization “took place in an 
atmosphere of unbridled force and 
was accompanied by violence 
against the peasantry and led to 
many human victims”, the newspa- 
per reported. It did not Specify the 
number of deaths. Historians in the 
West and some in the Soviet Union 
have said millions of people were 
killed during a forced collectiviza- 
tion drive which began in 1929 and a 
famine that followed in 1932-33. 

Pravda also said there had been 
alternatives to collectivization but 
these were dismissed by Stalin and 
his group. The sweeping collectiv- 
ization in the spring of 1929 “‘ne-
